WASHINGTON - The 
Federal Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation has asserted that 
mow than 20 ol its 
undercover informers, 
concerned that their 
identities may become 
public through various 
inquiries into the bu¬ 
reau's activities, have 
broken off contact with 
the bureau over the lost 
three months 
In addition, according 
to James B Adams, one of 
three top aides to FBI 
Director Clarence M Kel¬ 
ley the bureau believes 
that a number of other 
informers have “simply 
ceased to provide ade¬ 
quate information so that 
the FBI will discontinue 
their service" in that 
capacity 

A year ago, according 
to congressional investi¬ 
gators. the bureau had 
1.500 political informers 
in this coumry 
Adams made the asser¬ 
tions m an affidavit sut> 
muted by the bureau in 
connection with a law. 
suit brought against it J 
and other federal agen* , 
cies by the Socialist ,

their safety. 


Not all of the examples 
listed by Adams concern-, 
ed so-called "security" 
informers, those that re¬ 
port to the bureau on 
radical or revolutionary 
political organizations 
In one case, he said, a 
source "who is in an 
excellent position to fur¬ 
nish" information about 
hostile foreign intelli¬ 
gence agents ",s being 
prohibited from doing so 
by his company," which 
feared that "his exposure 
would severely damage 
its international reputa¬ 
tion and contacts " 
"Top-level criminal in¬ 
formants have indicated 


that disclosure of their 
identities would result m 
their deaths," Adams as¬ 
serted 1 •* 

ADAMS, WHO is in 
charge of overseeing all 
the bureau's investiga¬ 
tive activities, noted that 
the public wa& “well 
aware of a recent deci¬ 
sion ordering that FBI in¬ 
formant files be pro¬ 
duced in this litigation,” 

He referred to a ruling 
by Thomas P Griesa, the 
federal district judge 
who is hearing the So¬ 
cialist Workers' lawsuit

NATION OF ISLAM, formerly 
referred to a a the Muslim 
Cult of Islam, also known as 
Muhammad’s Temples of Islam 

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization! on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of 'Islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the Unitdd States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, referred to as "white devils," in the United States; 
and that the white race, because of its exploitation of the 
so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approach¬ 
ing "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad,•have refused to register under the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members 
owe no allegiance to the United States, 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution'by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any,fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

MUHAMMAD'S TEMPLE OF ISLAM IK DALLAS 


On July 1, I960, sources advised that a Nation of 
Islam (NOI) group had existed at Fort Worth, Texas, since January, 

1957, and a group bad existed In Dallas, Texas, since September, 1959. 

These sources advised on June 1, 1962, that since July 25, 
1960, the Islam believers of both Fort Worth and Dallas, Texas, have 
been meeting together as a merged group known as "Muhammad's Temple of 
Islam in Dallas." This group obtained temple status on March 19, 1961. 

Above sources advised on August 1, 1963, the Dallas Temple 
of Islam moved from 4520-A Oakland, Dallas, Texas, to new quarters 
at 2526£ Flora, Dallas, Texas, and would henceforth hold its meetings 
at this latter address. 

The purpose of the Muhammad's Temple of Islam in Dallas is 
to follow the teachings of Islam as handed down by Elijah Muhammad, 
national leader. Muhammad's Temple of Islam In Dallas is affiliated 
with NOI national headquarters at Chicago, Illinois, and adheres to 
the teachings of Muhammad. 

William E. Adams, on instructions from Elijah Muhammad, 
has moved from Flint, Michigan, to Dallas, Texas, and has assumed 
authority as minister of this temple. Adams continues* to preach hatred 
of the white race and has praised Communist China. 

On June 2, 1964, above sources stated above Information 
remains unchanged.

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted 
in 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell Identified himself as 
Commander, American Nasi Party of the World Unioii of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WHJFENS), Arlington, 
Virginia. 


The April 4, 1663, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader," a Richmond, Virginia, dally newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, 
again applied for ti\e American Nasi Party to be chartered 
in the State of Virginia, but this request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action 
was taken pursuant to an act^of the 1982 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use of "Nasi" or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia 
as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1984, the source advised that the 
ANP-WUFSNS was organised by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nasi Party beaded by Adolf Hitler. He added 
that Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in this 
party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant pplltical party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper*s Manual," an 
official publication of the American Nazi Party, the phases 
of American Nasi Party struggle for power are fourfold, namely, 
first "t« make ourselves* known to the masses;" second "the 
dissemination of our program and the truth about the Party;"

On September 8, 1967, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon 
the concept of an international ''National. Socialist" movement, 
as espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP-WUFENS Jiupports and follows; the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and Communists, through speeches, 
published literature, demonstrations and publicity-seeking 
devices for the purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant polit¬ 
ical party within the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organiza¬ 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party” and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits 
the uso of "Nazi” or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered 
organization. As oi January 1, 1967, the official name of this 
organization was changed to "National Socialist White People's 
Party" according to Commander ROCKWELL. 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN LOCi. LU, was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the ’Northern Virginia 
Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated 
that MATTHIAS KOEHL, JR., took command of the Party after 
ROCKWELL'S assassination.

cause of the white man in the United States and eventually 
throughout the world. 

This organization was officially launched on 
April 11, 1964. The National Headquarters was transferred 
from 1216 New York Avenue, Northwest, Washington, D.C., 
to 1019 King Street, Alexandria Virginia, on April 1, 1965.

Allen stated that the WPA is & racist-type 
organization with approximately 50 members, 40 of whom are 
from the Washington, D. C., metropolitan area.

Allen stated that the purpose of the organization 
is political m nature and definitely nonsubversive, 
but adheres completely to the Constitution of the United 
States.

In his book "This Tins Tbs World," copyrighted in 
1061, George Lincoln Rockwell Identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of 7ree Enterprise 
National Socialists (AKP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for 
the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission. This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 

This article further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist” movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Storatrooper's Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known 
to the masses;” second "the dissemination of our program and 
the truth about the Party;” third "organizing the people who 
have been converted to our propaganda;" and fourth "the 
attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won masses.”
